Th« Handicap of Doafnaam 


It is rarely that the general public 
has a correct understanding of the 
difficulties encountered in the educa¬ 
tion of the deaf. When a deaf child 
goes to school, that child has already 
lived in impenetrable silence five years 
or more. Thus a deaf child is doubly 
handicapped at the very putset— 
deprived of the sense of hearing and 
kept from informative influences dur 
ing the first five years of life. When 
that child graduates from school with 
a well-informed mind, almost a miracle 
has been accomplished by trained and 
specially skilled teachers. 

In a quite recent lecture before the 
Conference of Social Workers at River¬ 
side, Cal., by Principal Elwood A 
Stevenson, M.A., entitled “Pertinent 
Facts Concerning the Deaf Child,’ 
he began by saying; — 

Of all the groups of handicapped children 
the understanding and the education of the 
deaf are the most difficult and most techni¬ 
cal. No other form of special education 
compares with that of the deaf. The techni 
cal training necessary for the work, the 
abnormal procedure of instruction, and the 
seriousness of the loss of hearing, all lend 
to make the subject of the deaf a very 
vital study. When you understand that 
65 percent of one’s '• mental growth and 
educational accomplishment is obtained 
through the sense of hearing, you can readily 
visualize the enormity of the task 

Mr. Stevenson has charge of the 
educational work of the schools for the 
deaf throughout the State of Cali¬ 
fornia, and his work deserves the 
commendation of the entire profes¬ 
sion, as he impresses on the public the 
truths regarding the work of teaching 
and training deaf boys and girls, lay¬ 
ing stress on the extra impost placed 
upon the congenitally deaf. Readers 
of this pajyer should aid^the jiresent 
day children,' by ’ passing along all 
creditable bits of information that is 
printed concerning the accomplishments 
and achievements of deaf people. The 
ordinary citizen is not dense, but he 
is often neglectful in discernment con 
ceming the extent of the handicap 
which deafness imposes.
